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Mr. Nixon on Hell’s Canyon 

Vice President Nixon told his audiences in 
Idaho and Washington that only through Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's : policy” can the 
natural resources of the West be fully developed. 
“The Hell’s Canyon debate,” he said, “typifies 
this issue.” He went on to say that “we are for 
whatever program can produce the power we 
need at the lowest cost.” Y 

Let us take a look at how the facts bear out 
the Vice President. 

Under the Eisenhower program the Idaho 
Power. Co. is building two, perhaps three, small 
dams on the Snake river at the Idaho-Oregon 
border. These private projects have been given 
preference over a public project for a high fed- 
eral dam which would have afforded full devel- 
opment of the most valuable remaining water- 
power site in the United States. 

The Idaho Power dams, compared with the 
federal dam which the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion has rejected, represent a loss to the West 
of as much electric power as the entire prime 
output of Bonneville. 

They represent a loss to the West of nearly 
three fourths of the water storage that could 
restrain floods and enhance the production of 
downstream power plants by regulating stream 
flow. 

They represent a loss to the West of electric 
power which tould be produced at the low figure 
of 2.71 mills a kilowatt-hour. They represent a 
saddling on the West of high private power pro- 
duction costs of 6.69 mills a kilowatt hour—more 
than double the amount! 

Finally, the private project represents a loss 
to the West of an opportunity to develop exten- 
sive deposits of phosphate ore for use as fer- 
tilizer to enrich the farms of the region. That 
development would be made possible by means 
of cheap electricity that could be produced at 
Hell’s Canyon. Idaho Power's electricity will not 
be cheap. 

Hell’s Canyon is the example of Mr. Nixon's 
own choosing. He could hardly have selected an 
example which typified more completely the 
deliberate incomplete development of a great 
natural resource, the production of electric 
power at unnecessarily high cost. 

It is on the basis of this performance that Mr. 
Nixon asks the voters of Oregon to elect to the 
Senate Douglas McKay, who as Secretary of In- 
terior was the man most directly responsible for 
the Hell's Canyon debacle. On the same basis he 
asks Oregonians to retire Senator Wayne Morse, 
who has fought zealously for the full development 
of their natural resources. And on the same 
basis the Vice President calls for the voters of 
Idaho to re-elect Senator Welker, an isolationist 
who has joined the bloc of Republicans-against- 
Eisenhower on many issues. 

Vice President Nixon is the second ranking 
official of the party which has set “truth 
squads” to trail Democratic candidates. It would 
take a truth battalion to correct the distortions 
which the Californian has left at Hell's Canyon. 
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More and More United 
The joining of three new agencies on the eve 
of the second annual campaign of the United 
Fund of Greater St. Louis is a good augury. 
The Arthritis and Rheumatism Foundation, the 
National Association for Mental Health and the 
Missouri Association for Mental Health bring 
the total number of ageticies in the Fund to 117.

success of the Fund's financial efforts. 
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Digging to Be Done 

‘The people of Illinois owe a vote of thanks 
to Senator Fulbright and his colleagues on the 
Senate Banking Committee. As chairman of 
the committee, the Arkansas Senator has opened 
a public investigation into the financial scandals 
in Illinois. The opening for this inquiry is a 
wholly proper one—to see how the Federal In- 
surance Deposit Corporation, which guarantees 
bank deposits, was affected by ex-Auditor Orville 
B. Hodge's looting of the Illinois treasury in 
connivance with a crooked banker and others. 

After the committee takes the testimony of 
FDIC officials in Washington it ought te move 
promptly to Illinois. All three men who are 
now behind bars first vigorously insisted they 
were innocent of any wrong doing. Yet all 
entered pleas of guilty. All made it unneces- 
sary for any testimony to be heard in court. 
Why? 

Although -Illinols State Attorney General 
Latham Castle says the total in the scandals is 
as much as $1,500,000, there still has been no 
accounting as to where the loot went. Move- 
ments in the direction of restitution do not ex- 
plain who got the public's money. Why has this 
not been told? 

The investigative power of Uncle Sam at work 
in Springfield ought to spur Illinois officials 
and grand juries to buckle down to the job of 
digging hard. 
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Merit—For Whom? 

Should the scope of the St. Louis municipal 
merit system be widened to include officials not 
now covered? Or should it be contracted to per- 
mit a greater number of officials to serve solely 
at the pleasure of the Mayor? 

These are the first of several difficult prob- 
lems that the Freeholders will have to resolve 
before they can even consider spelling out details 
of the merit-system article of the proposed new 
City Charterr 

Expert opinion is somewhat divided. For 
example, William Shaw, director of personne! at 
New Orleans and prefessor of public administra- 
tion at Tulane University, has told the Free- 
holders that all city department heads should 
be under the merit system. Others whe have 
appeared before the Board have suggested ex- 
cluding not only the top echelon of municipal 
officials—the department heads—but the second 
echelon as well, the level of commissioners. 

In our view, St. Louis should avoid either of 
these extremes. As Dr. Paul G. Steinbicker told 
the Freeholders, the guiding principle ought to 
be to ask whether or not the position involves 
policy-making. If it does, then the occupant 
ought to serve at the pleasure of the Mayor 
who surely should enjoy the right te appoint 
those who will play so important a part in 


Commission, the judges and clerk of the City 
Court, the City Marshal atid the City Counselor 
and members of his staff. We see no justifica- 
tion for excluding the City Counselor's staff, 
the City Marshal or the clerk of the City Court. 

The municipal merit system as it now exists 
was adopted as an amendment to the Charter 
in 1941 by a favorable majority of 73,085. to 
43,747, By and large it has served St. Louis rea- 
sonably well. The Freeholders ought to approach 
it with caution, - 
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Cause for Disillusion 
Latin America has felt left out of generous 


United States foreign aid since World War Il, 
and at the current Washington economic con- 


ference the Latin Americans also seem to feel . 


let down. : 

The reason for this disappointment is not 
hard to find, Only three months ago, when the 
Panama meeting of Presidents turned out to be 
primarily a social event without concrete pur- 
pose, President Eisenhower made a dramatic 


announcement. He proposed that the American 


Republics, having consolidated their defenses, 
act next on a “commission on human problems” 
to advance their economic apd social welfare. 

To the underdeveloped American nations, this 
idea carried at least the implication of United 
States aid. The Latin Americans went to Wash-. 
ington to learn how this country might assist 


them in improving living standards. So far the . 


delegates have heard with approval Dr. Milton 
Eisenhower's proposal to broaden research facil- 
ities in the peaceful use of atomic energy. But 
they view his other suggestions for industriali- 
zation, health and education as “vague, indef- 
inite and inadequate.” 

There is an echo in these words. The same 
phrases were applied to United States proposals 
at the Rio de Janeiro economie conference of 
1954. There was the Administration's first op- 
portunity to spell out plans for improving Latin- 
American policy. There, again, the Latins had 
been led to expect much, or at least something. 

What they got was Secretary of the Treasury 
Humphrey, architect of governmental econo- 
mies, advocating an international finance cor- 
poration, which has come to nothing. They also 
heard much about reliance on private invest- 
ment, on which many of the republics would 
like to rely more fully, but the rate of invest- 
ment has since declined. 

When words, slogans and conferences fail to 
produce real results, disillusion is made to 
order. The United States would be better off if 
it stopped advertising its good intentions to 
Latin America until it had something more def- 
inite to sell. 
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Easy Saving for Campaigners 

Most of the items listed in the preliminary 
campaign spending plans of both parties run 
high but are routine. For example, the Republi- 
can National Committee already has signed for 
$1,608,245 worth of television and radio time, 
and the Democrats have contracted for $970,386 
worth. Then there are such items as plane hire 
and railroad fare, printing, rent, office help and 
telephone service. How could anybody solicit 
votes without running into such expenses? 

There is, however, one item on which the 
party managers might save a mite of money—or 
so it seems to us, and we pass on the thought 
to those who may find it useful. This item is 
“Demonstrators.” The listing baffled us, we ad- 
mit, until we realized that it covers the hired 
hands who burst inte shouting applause when 
the speaker stops for same, also paid banner- 
carriers, bathing beauties, etc. 

Maybe this is a break for the opera claque, 
unemployed now that the Metropolitan has 
called off its season, but surely its members can 
find other jobs. And the political impresarios 
might do better without professional demon- 
strators. The pros really are too good to be 
good. The public generally spots them for what 
they are—especially the beauties who come to 
a political rally in a one-piecer, or a two-piecer, 
for that matter. Why not leave the cheering to 
amateur voters in good standing? Then it would 
come for free—and it might even give the 
politicos an idea how the wind is blowing. 
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Youth Looks at the Scientist 


The world is moving into the atomic age at 
what seems an amazingly swift rate but the 
scientists responsible for the transition do not 
appeal to the nation’s youth. That is the essence 
of a Purdue University survey that sampled 
15,000 high school students and represents a 
good cross-section of the 8,000,000 youths in sec- 
ondary schools of the United States. 

Is the acute shortage of atomic scientists to 
grow even worse? Judging from the survey 
statistics, yes. They show that boys put medi- 
cine as first choice for a career. Then, in order, 
come chemist, electrical engineer, high school 
science teacher, mechanic, sales clerk, psycholo- 
gist, storekeeper and—last of all—atomic scien- 
tist. Moreover, the survey shows that atomic 
scientists are ranked lowest by every section of 
the country and by all students. 

Why is the atomic scientist at the bottom? 
A breakdown reveals 25 per cent of the stu- 
dents think that scientists as a group are de- 
cidedly “odd” while 14 per cent believe there 
is something “evil” about them. Such beliefs 
show that a true picture of the atomic scien- 
tist is not being received by youth. It should 
not be too difficult to put the picture in proper 
perspective. 

But the best clew as to what is wrong lies in 
the statement that 45 per cent of the students do 
not believe their school background is good 
enough to permit them te choose science as a 
career. So while a surprising number have a 
distorted view of an atomic scientist as an “egg- 
head,” many others evidently believe that their 
high schools are deficient in giving them the 
requirements for pursuing science in college. 
That is where they may well be more knowing 
than many an adult. 

It is up to the adults to provide the curricula 
and the guidance that are necessary to lead 
youth into the field of the scientist. The Pur- 
due survey shows where the weaknesses lie. 
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To Ease and Prevent Pain

Lon Hocker on the Sales Tax 


The Mirror Republican candidate for Governor says increasing Missouri 
of sales tax to 3 per cent but exempting food and medicine would 
Public Opinion | increase state revenue by $20,000,000; shows how he arrived at 
estimate; state needs more money but not from tax on necessities. 


A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


Your editorial concerning my re- 
marks on taxes in Missouri suggests a 
check of my estimate that we can in- 
crease our revenue about $20,000,000 
by exempting food and medicines from 
the sales tax and going to a 3 per cent 
rate on other taxable sales. Here is 
how I arrived at it. 

The reports of the Division of Collec- 
tion for 1955 show sales tax revenue of 
$98,500,000. The reports for the first 
quarter of 1956 show an increase which, 
if continued throughout the year, might 

roduce an additional four or five mil- 

on dollars. 

The reporting forms and the account- 
ing method of the department do not 
permit classification in accordance to 
type of commodities upon which the tax 
is collected. The classification is based 
upon the type of store. The largest 
classification is “Retail Food Group,” 
which accounted for $23,250,000 of the 
1955 sales tax revenue. 

Since no official figures are avail- 
able, I obtained estimates from opera- 
tors of retail food stores, who tell me 
that about 80 per cent of a food store's 
sales consist of food; the balance being 
in liquor, r goods, soaps, et cetera. 
This would mean about $19,000,000 
comes from food sales. 

Medicines are, for the most part, in- 
cluded in the sales of the “Miscellane- 
ous Group,” which is impossible to 
break down. Leroy Weidle, vice presi- 
dent of American Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation, and Herman Winklemann, sec- 
retary of the Retail Druggists Associa- 
tion of St. Louis inform me, from 
Lilly digests and other sources, that 
there are 1600 drug stores in Missouri, 
doing an average business of something 
under $85,000 per year, and that some- 
thing under 60 per cent of their sales 
are in medicines. This would mean that 
the sales tax derived from the sale of 
medicines is about $1,500,000 currently. 


Taking these two figures together 
would mean a loss of approximately 


$20,000,000 in revenue from the exemp- 
tion of food and drugs. Increasing the 
tax to 3 per cent on the remainder of 
$80,000,000 would produce $120,000,000, 
without taking into account the proba- 
bility of increased revenue from in- 
creased sales. This would give us just 
about $20,000,000 more than we now 
receive from the sales tax. 

There is a great deal more to do in 
revising our tax structure. Our income 
tax has not been changed essentially 
since 1931. We have not made any 
effort to utilize the recommendations 
of the Little Hoover Commission with 
respect to assessment of property taxes, 
which are derived from a system of 
taxation as old as the state. 


Especially in the field of personal 
property taxation, our system is wun- 
realistic in the light of our modern 
economy. I think also there needs to 
be a restudy of excise tax provisions. 


However, these other matters cannot 
result in increased revenue without 
long and arduous legislative debate. 
But by the sales tax changes I advo- 
cate we can make a substantial start 
on bringing Missouri up from the bot- 
tom of the list in the vital state serv- 
ices which we have neglected for so 
many years and at the same time cor- 
rect the manifest inequity of taxing the 
— of the absolute necessities of 

e. 


The appeal of this immediate pro- 
gram, to me, is that it is something 
which is capable of accomplishment in 
a single bill which could be adopted 
by the legislature and signed by the 
Governor in the first month of the new 
administration. 

This would permit us to take imme- 
diate steps in the 1967 session to fortify 
with more realistic appropriations some 
of the most vital needs of Missouri's 
program of public welfare. For the 
rest we can wait for a complete re- 
examination of our tax structure.

At last the state of Missouri has the 
four-year medical school that most pop- 
ulous, progressive states established 
decades ago. At last the big units at 
Columbia are in operation. Patients 
are in the 441-bed teaching hospital and 
the full-time faculty of 120 began 
classes in the medical science building 
this week. The nurses’ home was ready 
early last month. 


In terms of more doctors, nurses and 
technicians, the results should be tre- 
mendous. Over the years, the health 
standards of the entire state can be 
raised all along the line. Communities 
that now are without physicians will be 
encouraged to build clinics. The doc- 
tors will have facilities for graduate 
study. At the university, students in 
such allied fields as bacteriology and 
biology will find greater opportunities. 
The prestige of M.U. will be enhanced 
enormously. All of these developments 
assume a dynamic, top-level leadership. 


The fact that Missouri took so long

The hospital, of course, is the basic 
expense, although not out of line with 
other hospitals.

A war within a war began Dec. 19, 
1941. On that date, underwater swim- 
mers of the Italian Tenth Flotilla began 
a demolition charges to the hulls 
of Allied warships and firing guided 
torpedoes into the Gibraltar fleet.

Crabb disappeared in April 1956. Brit- 
ish authorities have never seen fit to 
release the truth concerning the “last 
dive” of Comdr. Crabb. The press and 
public have presuméd him drowned or 
captured during an attempt to examine 
underwater the hulls of three Russian 
battleships docked at Portsmouth. In 
the midst of this speculation, it was re- 
membered that Crabb had fashioned a 
colorful career. Newspapers devoted a 
great deal of space to him. His biogra- 
phy, “Frogman,” which was already in 
motion, was speeded up. 


The biography of a man ought to 
assume eoepeewene appropriate to the 
life it depicts.

Speeches Not His Own? 


As for the transformation of 
the Vice President, it is dif- 
ficult to tell in these days when 
most candidates read speeches 
written for them by someone 
else. 


It is true, however, that this 
year not only Stevenson and 
Nixon, but Eisenhower too, are 
showing a different face to the 
electorate. Stevenson and Ei 
enhower are both high-minded 
men, and at the same time each 
in his way, Stevenson by ex- 
perience and tradition, Eisen- 
hower by intuition, is a prac- 
tical politician. 

In 1952, Stevenson was run-

When it was customary to 
make pickles by the crock rath- 
er than by the jar, it was nec- 
essary to brine the vegetables 
several weeks to insure their 
keeping qualities. A day or so of 
sOaking Is needed for flavor and 
crispness when the pickles are 
to be packed in jars after the 
spiced vinegar has been added 
to the drained vegetables. 


Either pint or quart jars may 
be chosen, depending the 
family appetite for pickles. If 
kept cool, the contents of 
opened jars will keep well for 
some time and even when stored 
at room temperature, as the

Wash cucumbers but do not 
peel. Cut into lengthwise quar- 
ters or eighths and soak in ice 
water five hours.

Combine vinegar, sugar, 
salt, mustard and celery seed 
in sauce pe Bring to boiling 
point and boil one minute. Pour 
over cucumbers and seal at 
once. Let stand four to six 
weeks before serving. Yield: 
five pint jars. 

Spiced Frankfurter Relish. 

Three cups peeled ground cu- 
cumbers (three medium), three 
cups ground onions (five and 
one-half medium), three cups 
ground cabbage (one-third me- 
dium head), three cups ground 
green sweet pepper (four and 
one-half large), two and one- 
half cups ground red sweet pep- 
per (three large), six cups 
ground green tomatoes (eight 
medium), one-third cup salt, 
one and three-fourths cups sug- 
ar, one and one-half teaspoons 


i one-fourth teaspoon 
cayenne pepper, one tablespoon 
dry mustard, one-half cup sifted 
all-purpose flour, four cups 
cider vinegar. 

Grind all vegetables in food 
chopper, eo coarsest blade. 
Place vegetables in five-quart 
kettle, add salt and mix well. 
Cook over low heat five min- 
utes or until mixture forms its 
own juice. Increase heat and 
cook until boiling int is 
reached, Then reduce heat and 
simmer five minutes. Mix sugar 
with turmeric, cayenne pepper, 
mustard and flour. Blend with 
vinegar and cook over low heat 
until mixture reaches boiling 
point, about five minutes, or 
until medium thickness. Add to 
cooked vegetable mixture and 
mix well. Remove from heat 
and pack into hot sterilized jars. 
Seal at once. Let stand four or 
five weeks before serving over 
frankfurters, hamburgers or 
other meats. Yield: 12 half- 
pint jars.
